GENERAL SUMMARY. 



During the}*ear ending Dec. 31, 1882, the whole number of births 
recorded in the State was six thousand three hundred and thirty-one 
(6,331), of which three thousand two hundred and thirty-nine (3,239) 
were males, and three thousand and seventy-eight (3,078) were 
females. Of 14 the sex is not stated. Compared with 1881, the 
number of births was four hundred and thirty (430) less, and with 
1880 they were three hundred and one (301) less. The difference in 
the proportion of the sexes was one hundred and sixty-one (161) : 
in 1881 it was two hundred and twenty-four (224). 

During the same period, two thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
three (2,883) couples were married, a number greater by one hun- 
dred and twenty (120) couples than in 1881, when it was two 
thousand seven hundred and sixty-three (2,763). 

The number of decedents for the same period was five thousand 
four hundred and eighty-one (5,481), of which two thousand six hun- 
dred and seventy-one (2,671) were males, and two thousand seven 
hundred and sixty-one (2,761) were females. Of 49 the sex is not 
stated. Compared with 1881, the number of decedents was seventy- 
six (76) less, and with 1880 two hundred and twenty-one (221) greater. 

The population of the State by the census of 1880 was 332,286. 
There was, therefore, during the year, one birth to every 52.5 of the 
population, against one to every 49.1 in 1881, and one to every 50 
in 1880. One person to every 57.6 was married during the year. 
There was one decedent to ever} r 60.6 of the population, against one 
to every 59 in 1881, and one to 63.1 in 1880. 

The following table groups together the main facts in the registra- 
tion of births, marriages, and deaths during the twenty-six years 
covered by these reports. They are given in quinquennial periods,

From the above table it appears that the whole number of births 
in the State during the twenty-six years covered by these registration 
reports is one hundred and seventy-three thousand three hundred and 
seventeen (173,317), which exceeds the whole number of decedents 
in the same period b}- fifty thousand four hundred and forty-nine 
(50,449). Still-births excluded, these figures would indicate an 
increase of the population of the State amounting to forty-six thou- 
sand two hundred and one (46,201) in this period; but such is not 
the fact. Emigration has depleted more rapidly than the natural 
increase of population has supplied the deficiency, as shown by the 
figures of the census. 
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Sex. — Of the whole number of births in the State during the }'ear, 
three thousand two hundred and thirty-nine (3,239) were males, and 
three thousand and seventy-eight (3,078) were females, or in the pro- 
portion of 105.2 males to each one hundred females, or 55.2 males to 
44.8 females.

The greatest number of births in one month was, March, 576 ; last 
year, September, 625. Next in order are, September, 572 ; June, 
* 572 ; August, 566 ; April, 559 ; July, 557 ; May, 548 ; November, 
537; October, 498; December, 477; January, 432; February, 430. 
The number for the third quarter is the largest, 1,695 ; then follows 
the second, 1,679; the fourth, 1,512; the first, 1,438. The births 
in the last half of the year exceed the first b} r 90 ; last }'ear, by 299. 
The order of counties was, Rutland, 900 ; Chittenden, 755 ; Franklin, 
616 ; Windsor, 572 ; Caledonia, 470 ; Orleans, 462 ; Addison, 461 ;

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The preponderance of births in the last six months of the jear is 
eight thousand one hundred and eight (8,108). 

Plural Births. — The number of plural births reported for 1882 
is one hundred and twenty-eight (128) , against one hundred and thirty- 
six (136) in 1881. Of these, 78 were males, and 48 were females, 
with 2 reported as unknown, or one to 49.5 of all births. Three of 
these cases were triplets, — one each in Chittenden, Orleans, and 
Washington Counties. The largest number of these births was, Rut- 
land County, 20 ; then, Windham, 18 ; Windsor, 16 ; Franklin, 14 ; 
Washington, 12; Caledonia, Chittenden, and Orleans, each .10; 
Orange, 8 ; Addison, 6 ; Essex, Grand Isle, Lamoille, each 2 ; Ben- 
nington, none. 

During the twenty-six years covered by these Registration Reports, 
the number of these births has been 3,083, of which 1,523 were 
males, and 1,370 were females. 

Illegitimates. — Seventy-six (76) illegitimates are recorded in 
1882, against forty-nine (49) in 1881. Three were twin cases. Thirty- 
four were males, and 40 were females ; 2, sex unknown. Every county 
in the State is represented, Franklin County taking the lead with 11, 
Rutland with 10, Chittenden with 9, Caledonia and Windsor with 8, 
and the other counties varying from 2 to 6 each.

The increase of illegitimate births is a sad commentary on the 
morality of the State. 

Stillborn. — The number for 1882 was two hundred and twenty- 
three (223). In 1881 it was two hundred and forty-two (242). Of 
these, 125 were males, and 98 were females. The ratio for the year was 
one to every 28.8 of all births. In 1881 it was one in 27.9, and, in 

• Two sex not stated. 
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1880, one in 37.4. It might form a legitimate subject of inquiry, — 
the cause of this large number of "stillborn:" it might not be 
readily ascertained, but the reply would be likely to develop some 
violations of the laws of nature or of man which would not be the 
most pleasant subject of contemplation. It can hardly be possible 
that all these 223 cases reported as " stillborn" were the result of 
natural causes ; and it is not very flattering to Puritan morality to 
suppose that any proportion of them was the result of direct inter- 
ference with the natural laws of reproduction, either by self-infliction 
or by the hand of others. 

Parentage. — Four thousand six hundred and forty (4,640) births 
are recorded as American, and one thousand five hundred and twenty- 
seven (1,527) as foreign, with one hundred and sixty-four (164) as un- 
known. The largest number of those recorded as foreign were in 
Rutland County, 293 ; the next, in Chittenden County, 263. These 
counties are large manufacturing centres, and have a large proportion 
of the foreign population of the State in their borders. Franklin 
County ranks next, 181; then, Orleans, 147; Caledonia, 135; Ben- 
nington, 118; Addison, 79; Windham, 59; Windsor, 58; Washing- 
ton, 57 ; Essex, 39 ; Orange, 38 ; Grand Isle, 33 ; Lamoille, 27. 

The native population of the State, according to the census of 
1880, was 291,327, and, of the foreign population, 40,959. The 
number of births, therefore, according to the population, was, Amer- 
ican, one in 62.7, and of the foreign, one in 26.8. 

MARRIAGES. 

The whole number of marriages recorded during the year 1882 was 
two thousand eight hundred and eighty- three (2,883) couples, against 
two thousand seven hundred and sixty-three (2,763) in 1881. Of 
the persons married, four thousand eight hundred and twenty (4,820) 
were of American parentage, and eight hundred and seventy-nine 
(879) were of foreign parentage. A mixing-up of nationalities is 
apparent; but to what extent the statistics at hand do not show, 
further than that about four-fifths of the persons married were of 
American parentage, and that only about one-fifth were of foreign 
parentage ; or that 2,410 marriages were American, and 473 foreign 
and unknown, parentage. Orleans, Franklin, and Chittenden Coun- 
ties take the lead in marriages among the foreign population, and 
Windsor, Washington, Windham, and Franklin take the lead in 
those among the American population. 

Of the marriages recorded during the year, two thousand two hun- 
dred and six (2,206) were the first marriage of both parties ; 139 
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bachelors married widows; 312 widowers married maids; and 223 
were the subsequent marriage of both parties. Of the first marriage 
of both parties, all save 6 were under forty-five years of age. One 
thousand one hundred and twenty men between twenty and thirty 
years of age married 513 maids under twenty, 504 under twenty-five, 
91 under thirty, and 8 under thirty-five. Of 700 men between thirty 
and thirty-five, only two married maids above that age. In general 
the first marriages were with maids who were younger in years than 
the men. Of the first of men, and subsequent of women, 1 man 
between sixtj'-five and seventy married a widow thirty to thirty-five ; 
2 men between twenty and twenty -five married widows between forty- 
five and fifty ; 24 between twenty-five and thirty married widows 
older than themselves; 8 between thirty and thirty-five married 
widows over thirty-five. The majority of these marriages, however, 
were with maids who were quite near the age or younger than the 
bridegrooms. Of the subsequent of men, but first of women, 1 be- 
tween twenty and thirty married a maid older than himself; 2 between 
twenty-five and thirty married maids over thirty; 1 between thirty 
and thirty-five married a maid forty to forty-five : but these were the 
exceptions to the general rule. In the subsequent marriage of both 
parties, we find a general disposition to seek partners of correspond- 
ing age. In onlj' five instances of the 221 was this rule transgressed. 
The largest number of marriages occurred in the months of Novem- 
ber, 382 ; October, 303 ; December, 280. Beginning with October 
and ending with March inclusive, the number of marriages was 1,525, 
more than half the whole number for the year. The least number for 
any month was in July, 167. 

DIVORCES. 

During the year 1882, 162 divorces were granted by the courts 
of the State, a decrease of 6 from 1881. The ratio of divorces to 
marriages in 1881 was one to every 16 : in 1882 it was one to every 
17.8. Of the causes of divorce, twenty-one only were for " adulter}'," 
thirteen were for " desertion," forty-eight for "intolerable severity," 
seven were for "refusal to support," fifty-nine for "wilful deser- 
tion ; " and the remainder were granted for a combination of these 
several u causes." In 52 of these cases the husband wa9 the " libel- 
lant," and in 110 it was the wife. The counties rank as follows: 
Orange County, one in 10.2 marriages; Rutland, one in 12.2; 
Washington, one in 13.6 ; Grand Isle, one in 15.5 ; Windsor, one in 
15.6; Addison, one in 15.8; Lamoille, one in 16.1; Windham, one 
in 17.1 ; Caledonia, one in 19.7; Chittenden, one in 24.1 ; Orleans, 
one in 24.5 ; Franklin, one in 26.9 ; Bennington, one in 27.9. Essex 
reports no divorces. 
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We are pleased to observe that public attention has been directed 
to the frequency of divorces in the State, and that the moral and 
Christian sentiment of the people is waking up to the subject. The 
attempt, in the Legislature of 1882, to increase the number of " causes 
of divorce " most signally failed, showing that the public conscience 
is-aroused to the necessity of stopping the avalanche of divorce cases 
that is constantly pouring in upon our courts. But the object is not 
yet accomplished. Divorces are obtained too easily. More rigid 
scrutiny of testimony needs to be exercised. 

DEATHS. 

The whole number of decedents reported in 1882 was five thousand 
four hundred and eighty-one (5,481), against five thousand five hun- 
dred and fifty-seven (5,557) in 1881, a slight decrease. The number 
per quarter was one thousand three hundred and seventy (1,370) ; per 
month was four hundred and sixty- six and six-tenths (4G6.6) ; per 
week, one hundred and five and four-tenths (105.4) ; per day, a frac- 
tion over twelve. 

The death-rate for the year was 1.65, against 1.67 for 1881. 

Ages. — The average age of all the decedents in 1882 was 41.55, 
against 39.49 in 1881. Thus, while the number of decedents slightly 
decreased during the year, the average age of the decedents increased. 
The greatest average age by counties was in Orange, 52.56 ; last year, 
Windsor, 48.07. Then follow, Windham,. 49.72; Windsor, 47.63; 
Lamoille, 44.38 ; Addison, 42.14 ; Washington, 41.33 ; Orleans, 39.83 ; 
Essex, 39.79 ; Bennington, 39.28 ; Franklin, 38.18 ; Caledonia, 37.94 ; 
Grand Isle, 36.75 ; Rutland, 36.66 ; Chittenden, 36.48. 

The decedents under one year of age were nine hundred and eigh- 
teen (918) ; in 1881, nine hundred and eighty-four (984). Deducting 
223, the number of " stillborn " during the year, the decedents from 
disease under one year of age were six hundred and ninety-five (695), 
or one-eighth of the entire mortalit}' of the State. The decedents from 
one to two years of age was 216 ; from two to three, 108 ; from three 
to four, 89 ; from four to five, 79 ; from five to ten, 183 ; from ten to 
fifteen, 137. The whole number of decedents between one and five 
years of age was one thousand four hundred and ten (1,410) : in 
1881 it was one thousand four hundred and fifty-four (1,454). The 
decedents under five comprise one-fifth of the mortality of the State. 

Sex. — The number of males reported in 1882 was two thousand 
six hundred and seventy-one (2,671), and of females, two thousand 
seven hundred and sixty-one (2,761). The excess of females was 
only 90, against 122 in 1881. Forty-nine are reported as " unknown. " 
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Nativity. — Four thousand seven hundred and sixty-five (4,765) 
are reported as of American parentage, four hundred and eighty-seven 
(487) of foreign parentage, and one hundred and eighty-nine (189) 
as unknown. 

Season. — The order of months in fatality was as follows : March, 
539 ; September, 537 ; April, 507 ; August, 488 ; October, 473 ; May, 
461 ; June, 450 ; December, 443 ; November, 410 ; January, 389 ; 
February, 386 ; July, 368. The first six months of the year the 
number of decedents was 2,732, the last six it was 2,709. 

CAUSES OP DEATH. 

No epidemic has prevailed during the j-ear 1882. In the class 
Zymotic, nine hundred and thirty-one (931) decedents are recorded, 
which is less by one hundred and seventy (170) than in 1881. The 
percentage of decedents in this class is 17.0, against 19.81 in 1881. 

In the class Constitutional, the number of decedents was one thou- 
sand one hundred and four (1,104) in 1882, against one thousand 
one hundred and fifty (1,150) in 1881. The percentage of decedents 
from this disease in 1882 was 20.34, against 20.69 in 1881. 

In the class Local, the number of decedents was two thousand and 
sixty-five (2,065), an increase of 139 over 1881. The percentage of 
decedents in this class was 37.63, against 32.68 in 1881. 

In the class Developmental, the number of decedents was eight hun- 
dred and twent}'-one (821), an increase of 293 from 1881. The per- 
centage was 14.97, against 09.30. 

In the class Violent, the number of decedents was 186, a decrease 
of 30 from 1881. The percentage of decedents in this class was 0.34, 
against 0.35 in 1881. 

The following table presents the fatality by months and at different 
ages from 12 principal causes of death during the year, which also 
shows the period of the }*ear in which the largest mortality takes

TMb table also shows the ages at which there is tbc greatest mor- 
tality. Cholera Infantum, Diphtheria, and Scarlatina simp the cords 
of infant and childhood life ; Consumption and Typhoid Fever prove 
moat fatal to youth and early manhood; Pneumonia, Heart Disease, 
Apoplexy, Paralysis, take their victims from riper age and growing 
manhood, leaving Old Age to pick up the few stragglers that linger 
behind. Death, with bis keen-edged scythe, cuts a broad swath in 
the pathway of life. lie is no respecter of persona, of circumstances, 
surroundings, wealth, affection, or friends. The tall and reverend 
head, the kingly-crown eil, finds a level with the lowest in the scale of 
humanity.

The diseases mentioned in the foregoing table are those of most 
common occurrence in the State. Indeed, the}' form the bulk of the 
mortality in the State. Under the head of " Fevers " are included all 
the various forms of that disease, — "Typhoid," "Gastric,"" Bilious," 
" Intermittent," etc. ; all exhibiting the same general characteristics. 

CAUSES OF DEATH IN DETAIL. 

Old Age. — Four hundred and two decedents from this cause are 
reported for 1882. One will be noticed as dying of old age between 
thirty and forty years of age, a remarkable instance of rapid maturity 
in years, or a mistake of the " clerk " who reported the case. Four 
are reported as having survived the century, — Orvia Scott (colored), 
Pownal, one hundred and seven } T ears, three months ; Ann (Leonard) 
Plaisted, Royalton, one hundred years ; Madam Francis, Milton, one 
hundred and ten years ; Mary (Price) Stewart, Bennington, one hun- 
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dred and nine years. Of the number reported, 193 were males, and 
209 were females. Three hundred and seventeen were over eighty 
years of age, many of them over ninety, and 73 were over seventy. 
The mortality for the months was 25 in July, to 44 in December, all 
the months being represented with remarkable uniformity throughout. 
During the three winter months, 114 deaths occurred; during the 
spring months, 104 ; during the summer months, 81 ; and during the 
fall months, 101. The percentage of all decedents was 0.75. As a 
remarkable instance of longevity in one of the smaller and back towns 
of the State, take the following : — 

The population of the town of Reading, Vt., is 953. There were 
18 deaths last year, of which number, 7 were of persons between 
eighty and eighty-seven years of age, 3 persons between seventy-two 
and seventy-seven years of age, and 1 a person sixty-nine years of 
age, leaving but seven persons who died at ages less than about three- 
score and ten years ; in other words, almost two-thirds of those dying 
were seventy years of age. Since this year opened, three ladies, each 
nearly ninety years of age, have died. There are now living here of 
very aged people, Mr. Samuel Bailey, aged ninety }-ears, a mechanic 
and a temperate man ; Leicester Emerson, aged eighty-eight years, a 
farmer, also temperate ; Charles Buck, aged over eighty years, still 
carries on his farm, and is a man of temperate habits ; Hannah Saw- 
yer, over eighty years old ; Mariel Sherwin, eighty-seven ; and quite 
a number of persons born and living here who are eighty years old, 
or quite near that figure. 

Paralysis. — The number of decedents from this cause during the 
year 1882 was 250, against 135 in 1881. Of these, 130 were males, 
and 120 were females. Nine are reported as under twenty years of 
age, 2 of which were under five. Fifty-five were over eighty, 99 be- 
tween seventy and eighty, 40 between sixty and seventy, 27 between 
fifty and sixty, and the remainder under fifty. The months are all 
represented, the largest mortality being in July and December, each 
26 ; then October, 25 ; August, 24 ; June, 23 ; May and April, 22 ; 
September, 20; November, 18; March, 17; January, 14; February, 
13. Thelargest mortality by counties was, Rutland, 37 ; then, Wind- 
sor, 35 ; Windham, 32 ; Orleans, 22 ; Chittenden, 21 ; Addison, 20 ; 
Orange, 17 ; Franklin, 16 ; Bennington, 15 ; Caledonia and Washing- 
ton, 12 ; Lamoille, 7 ; Essex, 3 ; Grand Isle, none. The percentage 
of decedents from this cause in 1882 was 04.50. 

Heart Disease. — The decedents from this disease during the year 
1882 were three hundred and fifty-seven (357). The number in 1881 
was three hundred and fifty-five (355). In 1880 it was three hundred 
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and fourteen (314). Of these, 173 were males, and 184 were females. 
The equality of the sexes is noticeable. Forty-seven are reported as 
over eighty, 111 over seventy, 80 over sixty, 39 over fifty, 28 over 
forty, 19 over twenty, 18 under five, and 13 between five and twenty. 
By months the mortality was, March, 39 ; May, 34 ; January and * 
August, each 32 ; April, 31 ; February, September, each 30 ; No- 
vember, 29 ; December, 27 ; July, 26 ; June, 24 ; October, 22. By 
counties the mortality was, Windsor, 57 ; Rutland, 50 ; Chittenden 
' and Windham, each 36 ; Orange, 28 ; Franklin, 25 ; Washington, 24 ; 
Addison, 20; Bennington, 18; Caledonia and Orleans, each 16; 
Lamoille, 15 ; Grand Isle, 3 ; Essex, 2. The percentage of decedents 
from this cause in 1882 was 06.51. 

Pneumonia. — The number of decedents from this cause in 1882 
was four hundred and thirty-four (434) , of which two hundred and 
twenty (220) were males, and two hundred and fourteen (214) were 
females. This includes the decedents from Pneumonia-typhoides, 
which is a technical term for the low grade of fever which accom- 
panies the Pneumonia. It does not include those decedents which 
are classed under the general head of "Lungs, disease of." The 
number of these during the year was seventy-two, of which 35 were 
males, and 37 were females. Thirty-four of these were under five 
years of age, 22 over sixty, 12 over twenty, and 2 over five. The 
largest mortality was in December, 11 ; and the smallest in July, 
April, and October. Of the decedents from Pneumonia, 87 were 
under five, 51 were over eighty, 96 were over seventy, 66 over sixty, 
42 over fifly, 27 over forty, 33 over twenty, 13 over five, and 19 
between five and twenty. The counties were represented as fol- 
lows : Rutland, 66 ; Windham, 62 ; Caledonia, 47 ; Bennington, 44 ; 
Chittenden and Washington, each 40 ; Windsor, 39 ; Orleans, 35 ; 
Addison and Franklin, each 29; Orange, 28; Lamoille, 17; Grand 
Isle, 9 ; Essex, 7. The whole number of decedents from Pneumonia 
during the twent} T -six years covered by these Registration Reports 
13 eight thousand five hundred and forty-six (8,546) , or an average 
of 336.4 per year. The table of ages of decedents shows that nearly 
one-half of them were over fifty } T ears of age, that more than one- 
quarter were under five } T ears of age. Pneumonia may, then, be con- 
sidered as representing the extremes of age ; whilst Consumption, 
which will next come under our observation, is more especially fatal 
to those of middle age. 

Consumption. — The whole number of decedents from this cause 
during the year was seven hundred and eighty-six (786), of which 
two hundred and ninety-nine (299) were males, and four hundred and 
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eighty-seven (487) were females. In 1881 the number was eight 
hundred and twenty-one (821) . The excess of females is a noticeable 
feature in the registration of this disease for several years past. 
The whole number of male decedents registered during the years 
1857-1882 inclusive, was eight thousand and fifty-six (8,056), and 
the number of females was twelve thousand one hundred and ninety- 
five (12,195), an excess of females of four thousand one hundred and 
thirty-nine (4,139.) Of the decedents in 1882, 34 were over eighty, 
90 were over seventy, 84 over sixty, 73 over fifty, 83 over forty, 112 
over thirty, 169 over twenty, 55 over fifteen, 20 over ten, 10 over 
five, and 43 under five. The mortality by months was, April, 85 ; 
last year, June, 82 ; May, 83 ; June, 76 ; September, 74 ; April, 73 ; 
August and October, 70 ; January, 55 ; December, 51 ; November, 
50 ; July, 49 ; February, 48. By counties the mortality was, Rut- 
land, 90 ; last year, Chittenden, 96 ; Chittenden, 89 ; Caledonia, 75 ; 
Windsor, 72 ; Orange, 67 ; Windham, 66 ; Orleans, 63 ; Franklin, 
61 ; Addison, 54 ; Washington, 53 ; Bennington, 49 ; Lamoille, 30 ; 
Essex, 13 ; Grand Isle, 3. Of the male decedents 109 were between 
fifteen and forty, and of the females, 235 were between those ages. 

The percentage of decedents from Consumption during the }ear 
was 14.36. The uniformity of mortality from this disease one year 
with another is noticeable. It varies slightly from an annual aver- 
age of eight hundred, and its congener, Pneumonia, slightly from an 
average of three hundred per annum. Neither of them belongs to 
the class of epidemics. Both, despite all the "preventives" and 
u cures " with which the country abounds, despite all the " theories " 
and " speculations' * of medical science, marshal their usual number 
of victims at the close of each j-ear. The first, Consumption, is the 
single cause of the greatest number of deaths recorded in the census 
of 1880 in the United States. The number reported was forty thou- 
sand six hundred and nineteen (40,619) males, and fifty thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-two (50,932) females, giving a proportion of 124.75 
per thousand of all deaths, or a little over twelve percent. Consump- 
tion and " diseases of the respiratory system " comprise the majority 
of decedents in all the States and Territories of the Union. Even 
those States the climate of which is alleged to be specially favorable 
to the cure or the amelioration of lung difficulties, report a larger 
number of decedents from these causes than from any other. Con- 
sumption and its congeners are the special inheritance of the United 
States, and there is no locality which can claim entire exemption 
from their fatality. 

Typhoid Fever. — The number of decedents reported from this 
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cause during the year 1882 was one hundred and fourteen (114) ; 
last year one hundred and twenty-four (124). Of these, 61 were 
males, and 53 were females. Besides these, there were 45 decedents 
from " Fever," 13 males and 32 females ; 12 from " Bilious Fever," 
7 males and 5 females ; 16 from " Gastric Fever," 3 males and 13 
females; 1 from " Intermittent Fever," a female; 11 from "Puer- 
peral Fever," females; and 2 from "Typhus Fever," females. The 
whole number of decedents from " Fever," therefore, reported during 
the year, was two hundred and one (201). The per cent of deaths 
from Typhoid Fever was 2.13. The largest proportion of the dece- 
dents was between the ages of fifteen and thirty, and in the three 
months, September, October, and November. By counties the mor- 
tality was the greatest in Rutland County, 18 ; then, Bennington, 14 ; 
Orleans, and Orange, each 12 ; Washington and Windham, each 8 ; 
Windsor, Lamoille, Caledonia, each 7 ; Addison, 6 ; Essex, 5 ; Frank- 
lin and Grand Isle, each 1. By the census of 1880, the whole number 
of decedents reported from Typhoid Fever during that year in the 
United States was twenty-two thousand nine hundred and five (22,- 
905), or in the proportion of 31.21 per thousand of all deaths. The 
fact is made prominent by that census, that Typhoid Fever is not 
especially a disease of the larger cities, but that it is " more preva- 
lent in the small towns and rural districts which have no general 
water-supply or systems of sewerage, but obtain their water from 
springs and wells, and observe the usual custom of storing excreta 
in cesspools or vaults." In the larger cities, sanitary precautions 
are understood to be of vital importance, and are more or less thor- 
oughly carried into effect ; but in the country, rural districts, little 
attention is paid to such means of preventing contagion. And hence 
the difference in mortality, the cities showing a mortality of about 
16.0 to 22.0 per thousand, while in the rural districts the deaths 
amounted to 19.0 to 30.0 per thousand, — an unanswerable argument 
in favor of a State Board of Health. 

Diphtheria. — The number of decedents from this cause during 
the year 1882 was two hundred and four (204), of which one hun- 
dred and one (101) were males, and one hundred and three (103) 
were females. In 1881 the number was two hundred and thirty- 
three (233). Of this number 94 were under five years of age, 53 
under ten, 26 were between ten and fifteen, 14 between fifteen and 
twenty, and the balance were over twenty, including 1 over eighty. 
During the first six months of the year, the decedents were 109 ; 
during the latter half, 95. By counties the mortality was, Caledonia, 
39 ; Washington, 35 ; Addison, 21 ; Orange, 20 ; Rutland, 18 ; Chit- 
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tenden, 15 ; Bennington, 14 ; Orleans, 11 ; Franklin, 10 ; Windham, 
8 ; Essex and Windsor, each 6 ; Grand Isle, 2 ; Lamoille, none. The 
census for 1880 shows that the proportion of deaths in the United 
States during that year was 52.32 per thousand ; and that, of the 
number, twenty thousand and thirty-five (20,035) were under five 
years of age. The largest mortality was in the smaller towns and 
rural districts, varying from 46.0 per thousand in the cities, save New 
Orleans, to 84.0 per thousand in the rural districts. In New Orleans 
the mortality was 13.74 per thousand, while' in the remainder of the 
State it was 12.27 per thousand, — a difference owing mainly to sani- 
tary arrangements. 

Scarlatina. — The number of decedents from this cause during 
the year 1882 was only eighty-two (82) , a large decrease from last 
year, when it was one hundred and thirty-eight v (138) . Of this num- 
ber, 47 were males, and 35 were females. The mortality from both 
these epidemic and contagious diseases, Diphtheria and Scarlatina, is 
decreasing, mainly from the better knowledge of the sanitary precau- 
tions necessary for that purpose. It has come to be well understood 
that medical treatment is less important in the control of these dis- 
eases than sanitary measures ; and that, without the latter, their work 
of death will continue indefinitely. Of the decedents, 43 were under 
five years of age, 29 were under ten, 8 under fifteen, and 1 under 
twenty. The largest mortality was in the months of March and June, 
the least in July and August, and in Windsor, Rutland, and Benning- 
ton Counties. r 

'The main facts in the history of this disease, from 1857 to 1882 in- 
clusive, are presented in the following table : —

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Contrary to the rule which Diphtheria is ascertained, by the census 
of 1880, to follow, the greatest mortality from Scarlatina in this State 
occurs in the centres of population, rather than in the rural districts. 
The mortality is comparatively small outside of the more thickly set- 
tled localities. 

Bright's Disease. — The decedents from this disease are increas- 
ing. The number for 1882 was eighty-six (86), against 59 in 
1881. Of these, 52 were males, and 24 were females. Of the males, 
40 were over sixty years of age, and of the females, 22 were over 
forty. The active mortality from Kidney Diseases, including Diabe- 
tes, which is near akin to Bright' s Disease, during the year, was one 
hundred and seventy-three (173), of which 118 were males, and 55 
were females. Of those dying from Diabetes, 18 were males, and 5 
were females ; 14 were under thirty years of age, and 9 over fifty. Of 
the decedents from Kidney Disease, 48 were males, and 16 were 
females, and 49 were over sixt}- years of age ; 32 died in the first half of 
the year, and 32 in the last half of the year. Of the decedents from 
Diabetes, none died in January or November ; 2 in June ; 10 in Feb- 
ruary, March, April, and May ; and 11 in the remaining months of the 
year. Of those dying from Bright' 's Disease, the largest number was 
in March, 10, and the least in May, 3. Diseases of the kidneys are 
evidently increasing in the State ; and the precautions which life-in- 
surance companies are taking to require an examination of the urine 
as a preliminary in issuing policies, is not only proper, but neces- 
sary. The question, Why are these diseases so prevalent ? is one which 
ought to receive careful consideration by the medical profession. How 
to prevent these diseases is full as important as how to cure them, 
for medical treatment seldom avails much against their progress. 

Cholera Infantum. — The number of decedents from this cause 
during the year 1882 was one hundred and thirty-two (132), against 
one hundred and seventy-one (171) in 1881. Of these, 82 were males, 
and 50 were females, and all save one under five years of age. The 
majority died in the months of August and September, 32 and 47 
respectively ; 12 died in Jul}', and 14 in October. The largest mor- 
tality was in Rutland County, 27, and the least in Orleans County, 
2. Grouping together the diseases peculiar to infancy, we find that 
918 died under one year of age, 216 from one to two years, 108 from 
two to three, 89 from three to four, and 79 from four to five ; or that 
25.72 per cent of all decedents were under five years of age. Of 
these, 750 were males, and 613 were females. By counties, the mor- 
tality is shown in the following table : —

Cancer. — The number of decedents from this cause during the 
year 1882, was one hundred and seventy-five (175), of which 58 were 
males, and 117 were females. In 1881 the number was 147 (50 males 
and 97 females). The preponderance of females is a noticeable fea- 
ture of the mortality in this disease. One hundred and thirty-six are 
reported as simply Cancer, of which 99 were males, and 37 were 
females. Of these, 14 were over eighty years of age, 35 between 
seventy and eighty, 39 between sixty and seventy, 22 between fifty 
and sixty, 11 between forty and fifty, 10 between thirty and forty, and 

1 under five. The months are all represented, varying from 17 in 
September to 8 in November. Five decedents are reported from 
Cancer of the Breast, one of which was a male over seventy years of 
age ; 2 of the Face, both males ; 25 of the Stomach, 18 males (all save 

2 over sixty }'ears of age) and 7 females (all save 1 over sixty) ; 
7 of the Uterus, one under five, a mistake probably ; the remainder 
over thirty years of age. The greatest mortality was in September, 18 ; 
August, 14; then, January, October, July, and December, each 13; 
May, April, each 12 ; March, February, each 11 ; November, 9 ; June, 
8. The order of counties was, Windsor, 28 ; Rutland, 27 ; Chitten- 
den, 22 ; Washington, 17 ; Caledonia, 14 ; Orange and Orleans, each 
13; Windham, 11; Addison and Essex, each 10; Bennington, 7; 
Lamoille, 5 ; Grand Isle, 1 ; Essex, none. 

Brain Diseases. — Under this head are included all diseases of the 
brain not special to infancy. The number was one hundred and forty- 
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seven (147), of which 77 were males, and 70 females. All ages are 
represented, from infancy to over eighty, and all the months of the 
year, from 18 in March to 5 in February. The number in 1881 was 
94. The decedents from Apoplexy were 84 (47 males and 37 females) . 
The largest portion of the decedents were over sixty years of age, 27 
between sixty and seventy, 26 between seventy and eighty, and 7 over 
eighty. The months were represented from 10 in February to 2 in 
July. The greatest mortality occurred in Bennington, Washington, 
and Windsor Counties, 12 in each; the smallest in Orleans, 1. The 
greatest mortality in Brain Diseases was in Rutland County, 33 ; then, 
in Franklin County, $1 ; Caledonia and Windsor, each 20 ; Windham, 
17 ; Washington, 16 ; Bennington, 12 ; Chittenden, 11 ; Addison, La- 
moille, Orange, each 9 ; Orleans, 8 ; Grand Isle, 2 ; Essex, 1. The 
mortality from this class of diseases is notably increasing in the State, 
and deserves careful consideration to determine the causes and the 
remedy. 

In the class of diseases affecting the brain or its meninges, or refer- 
able to it, we find 7 decedents from Epilepsy, 3 males and 4 females ; 
5 from Hydrocephalus, 3 males and 2 females ; ten from Insanity, 5 
males and 5 females. And here, as looking upon the question of 
Insanity in its curative relations, we quote* the following from the 
u London Times,' * relative to insanity in France : — 

" One of the most striking features of modern French life is the rapid 
increase of insanity, the number of cases of which, and especially 
those induced by alcoholism, is becoming larger each year. During 
1882, there were 13,434 admissions into the asylums, of which 10,184 
were new cases ; the total number under treatment in the }'ear being 
58,760, of which about 27,000 were men, and 31,000 women, showing 
that females are more liable to the disease. That they are less in- 
fluenced by treatment is shown by the fact, that the average duration of 
treatment for men is 276 days, while for women it is 295. The fol- 
lowing statistics represent the character of the brain diseases, and the 
average time that each class requires for supervision in the asylums : 
Simple insanity, 33,629 patients, average time, 287 days ; soften- 
ing of brain, and paralysis, 8,665, average time, 250 days ; senile 
dementia, 4,495, average time, 289 days ; idiots and cretins, 5,377, 
average time, 298 days. The latter, therefore, appears to be the most 
intractable form. In all France, there are only 61 public, and 42 
private, asylums, of which 9 are for men only, and 14 women 
only, the remainder being for both sexes. No less than 24 depart- 
ments have no establishment whatever for the care and treatment of 
the insane." 
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Fifty-one decedents from Cerebro Spinal Meningitis are also 
recorded, 22 males and 29 females. The majority of decedents 
from this latter cause were under ten years of age, though 3 are 
reported as over sixty. Deaths occurred in every month of the year, 
varying from 6 in March, June, and July, to 2 in August. 

Among the singularities of the registration for 1882, St. George 
reports no births, no marriages, and a decrease of its population in 
1880 of four. Brighton reports no births, twenty-one marriages, and 
no deaths. Brunswick and Maidstone report "no returns to be 
made/' Somerset and Baltimore report one birth in their population 
of 67 and 71 respectively, and one death. Four decedents from 
Syphilis are reported in Chittenden County, and one in Rutland 
County. 
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
